Our state of mind depends very 
much on the object of our gaze. When 
we look into our own hearts in the light 
of Scripture we can find no peace. The 
more we delve into the heart the more 
we learn of its devious ways. If we 
find satisfaction in this pastime, then 
pride must have clouded our vision. 
There is comfort in looking back if we 
are reviewing God’s mercy and good- 
ness; and there are‘lessons to be learned 
from our own mistakes. Then there is 
great joy in the sympathetic understand- 
ing and fellowship of our Christian 
brethren. But if we have any sense of 
unworthiness at all it is disheartening 
to compare ourselves with them, for we 
soon see that many have advanced far 
beyond us in the Christian life. But 
when, in Alexander MacLaren’s phrase, 
we ate seized in “the hot pincers of 
trouble,” we often find that there is not 


stands the mental, spiritual, and some- 
times physical anguish we are suffering. 
Then there is only one way look: 
not back, not in, not around, But up! 
At the throne of grace we “may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of 
need.” There is One who is “touched 
with the feeling of our infirmities,” for 
He was “in all points tempted like as 
we are, yet without sin.” “Looking unto 
Jesus, the author and finisher of our 
faith,’ we can “run with patience the 
race that is set before us.” It was when 
Stephen “looked. up. stedfastly into 
heaven” that he became oblivious of his 
persecutors “and saw the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing on the right hand of 
God.” And as our gaze is turned toward

case a simple but.impressive legal cere- 
mony sealed the issue: “And if the 
servant shall plainly say, I love my mas- ; 
ter, my wife, and my children; I will 
not go out free: then his master shall 
bring him unto the judges: he shall also 
bring him to the door, or unto the door 
post; and his master shall bore his ear 
through with an aul; and he shall serve 
him for ever” (Exod. 21:5, 6). The 
pierced ear was the sign of a permanent, 
voluntary attachment of the servant to 
his master. 

In the case here contemplated, a serv- 
ant, who had been bought with a price 
by a master it was a delight to serve, 
reaches. a crisis of: decision and com- 
mits himself irrevocably and forever to: 
that master. Is it not eloquent of an- 
other sort of crisis? 

Here is the believer, a servant who 
has been bought with a price, for are 
we not told, “Ye are not your own... 
ye are bought with a price”? (1 Cor. 
6:19, 20.) He has found in the Lord 
Jesus a Master whom it is a delight to 
serve, has proved for himself the words 
of his Lord, “My yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light.” But so far there has 
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‘teen an element of reserve about the 
Christian’s commitment to his Lord. 
‘There are but few who, upon conversion, 
Jeap immediately into a full surrender to 
Christ. The vision of the entirely con- 
isecrated life dawns upon them later, and 
then a second great spiritual crisis is 
‘often experienced, subsequent to con- 
version and leading to a deeper Christian 
life, the crisis of a full commitment to 
*the Lordship of Christ. 
, ’ ‘There are various stages in the soul’s 
relationship to Christ. There are. vary- 
‘ing degrees of attachment to Him. In 
almost any Christian congregation there 
‘are at least three kinds of people. There 
are those present for the worship of 
God. because they have to be there. Many 
children fall into this class. Then there 
are those present because they ought 
to be there. There are also those pres- 
ent because they love to be there. 

There is a time when our relationship 
to Christ may not be inward and volun- 
tary, but largely outward and based on 
the constraint of law. For the ancient 
slave, the earliest period of his servitude 
must often have been one of unwilling 
service done under law’s constraint. He 
was a captive of war, or he had for- 
feited his freedom through debt, and law 
and custom required a slave’s service 
of him. He could not successfully resist 
this established order of things, so he 
‘complies, but only with a grudging serv- 
ice. He has no joy in it. 

This is analogous to the first stages 
of Christian training in youth. The law 
of the parent requires it. Left to him- 
self the child might not choose to have 
ought to do with things Christian. But 
parents will not allow a child’s own will 
to govern in this matter, at least, not if 
they are wise parents. Some modern 
parents are very foolish here. They say, 
“TI was forced to go to church and Sun- 
day school against my will, when I was 
young, and I don’t intend to compel my 
children as I was compelled. They may 
go if they wish, but I allow them to 
choose for themselves.” All of which is 
nonsensical, and inconsistent with the 
parental attitude in other matters. 

For one thing, such parents have never 
rightly estimated the value of their own 
early subjection to Christian training. 
Though it may not have resulted in their 
conversion to Christ, it gave them some 
moral standards and habits of conduct 
it. would be a great loss to have missed. 
Would they deprive their children of 
these blessings? 

And do they allow their children to 
follow their own inclinations in all 
things? In the matter of cleanliness, for 
example? Or in their table manners? 
Or take the question of education. Sup- 
pose the State left it to the parent to 
decide whether or not a child should 
have any schooling, could parents safely 
allow the child to decitie for himself 
whether he would attend school or not? 
We know that in such matters the child 
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is incapable of forming right judgments. 
His experience of life is too limited. 
Others must decide for him. If then in 
these lesser matters of life we dare not 
let a child follow its own inclinations, 
why should we do so in the most vital 
concern of every life, a knowledge of 
the Scriptures, and an opportunity of 
salvation through Jesus Christ? . If par- 
ental law requires what is best for the 
earthly and temporal future of a child, 
regardless of juvenile wish and whim, 
surely the same principle should govern 
in respect to his eternal welfare. 

So parents who are wise will require 
regular attendance of their children with 
themselves at church and Sunday school, 
and will see that all that pertains to a 
Christian home training jis- given the 
child. In this there: is no need to be 
harsh, no need to create a distaste for 
Christian things. Tact and wisdom 
are needed, but, with them, association 
with the Christian Church, instruction 
in the Scriptures, training along Chris- 
tian lines can and should be happily ef- 
fected. But nevertheless parental author- 
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ity is behind it all. At such a_ stage 
youthful relations with Christ may at 
least in part be by constraint; the con- 
straint of parental law. 

“*Tn time, however, the constraint of 
law gives place to the constraint of duty, 
with most of those who have had early 
Christian training. The slave of old who 
may. have inwardly rebelled in -the be- 
ginning of his servitude probably came 
in time to accept what law and custom 
required: of him, and so would- come 
ito render service out of a sense of duty. 
That would be a distinct advance upon 
acting merely because of outward con- 
straint. The constraint now would .be 
an inner one, a sense of right binding 
him, 

No doubt many early conversions are 
on this plane: As we grow older we are 
less and less bound by parental con- 
straint. Some young people take advan- 
tage of this and fall away from Christ 
and Christian associations altogether, 
particularly if there has been gross in- 
consistency in the lives.of professed Chris-

Peter, James, and John 
I will be pleased to have your consid- 

eration on the following: Would it be im- 

proper in speaking of Peter, James, and 

John, whom Paul called “pillars” (Gal. 

2:9), to call them presidents or a first 

presidency of the Christian Church?—A 

Missouri reader. 

Since the Apostle Paul called Peter, 
James, and John “pillars” it is safe to 
use the same term in referring to them, 
but it is not wise to go beyond what 
is revealed in Scripture. Doubtless they 
would not have wanted to be called 
“presidents or a first. presidency of the 
Christian Church.” The Commentary of 
Jamieson, Fausset and Brown has this 
to say on Galations 2:9: “James — Placed 
first in the oldest manuscripts, even be- 
fore Peter, as being bishop of Jerusalem, 
and so presiding at the council (Acts 
15). ‘He was called ‘the Just,’ from his 
strict adherence to the law, and so was 
especially popular. among the Jewish 
party, though he did not fall into their 
extremes; whereas Peter was somewhat 
estranged from them through his inter- 
course with the Gentile Christians. ... 
Not separately and individually, but col- 
lectively the apostles together repre- 
sented Christ, the One Head, in the 
apostleshin. The twelve foundation 
stones of various colours are joined to- 
gether to the one great foundation stone 
on which they rest (1 Cor. 3:11; Rev. 
21:14, 19, 20).. John had got an intima- 
tion in Jesus’ lifetime of the admission 
of.the Gentiles (John 12:20-24).” 

There is no question that Peter, James, 


and John occupied a place of leadership 
among the disciples, and it makes an 
interesting Bible study to note the 
‘special occasions on which they ap- 
peared together with the Lord. ‘The 
following may be noted: 

The Lord Jesus took them with Him 
when He went to heal Jairus’s daughter. 
“And he suffered no man to follow him, 
save Peter, and James, and John the 
“brother of James” (Mark 5:37). 

They were present at the miraculous 
draught of fishes. “When Simon Peter 
saw it, he fell down at Jesus’ kneés, 
saying, Depart from me; for I am a sin- 
ful man, O Lord. For he was astonished 
+. - and so was also James, and John” 
(Luke 5:8-10). 

They witnessed the transfiguration 
(Matt. 17:1, 2). 

The Lord led them on further into the 
garden of Gethsemane than the other 
disciples. “And they came to a place 
which was named Gethsemane: and he 
saith to his disciples, Sit ye here, while 
I shall pray. And he taketh with him 
Peter and James and John” (Mark 14: 
32, 33). 

It was the same three who “seemed” 
(or, “were reputed”) “to be pillars,” 
that is, “weighty supporters of the 
church” ‘(the above commentary). Of 
them Paul writes that when they “per- 
‘ceived the grace that was given unto 
me, they gave to me and’ Barnabas the 


right hands of fellowship; that we should . 


go unto the heathen, and they unto the 
circumcision” (Gal. 2:9). 
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Can Hitler Win the War? 


Examining his three greatest mistakes in the light of Scripture 








WANT you to take with you three 
I words: The Rise of Hitler; The Reve- 

lation of the Bible; The Requirement 
of God. My friends, there is no other 

lanation for Hitler except that he is 
‘being used of God as a scourge, that 
because of our sins God has brought 
him up for this day and time. You may 
not agree with me. I have been more 
severely criticized for declaring that 
God is using Hitler than for any. other 
statement I have ever made.in all my 
ministry. 
Hitler, the Impossible Anomaly 


There is no explaining Hitler politi- 
cally. He started with the tiniest group, 
when every other German party was 
many times larger than his. He was 
thrown into prison for his political 
opinions. 

There is no explaining Hitler scho- 
lastically. He does not have any too 
‘great an education. It is almost uni- 
versally admitted now that his book, 
“Mein Kampf,” was written by some- 
one other than himself. 

There is no explaining him financially. 
He was a poor paperhanger, with no 
money, no rich, influential friends, no 
vast party treasury. 

There is no explaining him militaris- 
tically. He has had no military training. 
He was a corporal in the last European 
war. There has been just one other 
corporal who rose to prominence, the 
Little Corporal, Napoleon. Napoleon, 
however, was the son of an army. officer, 
and had army training in the finest 
French military school of his age. 

From the standpoint of philosophy, 
from the standpoint of psychology, Hit- 
ler is an impossible anomaly. He does 
not have any unusual personality. He 
looks womanish. He has no extraor- 
dinary strength, no immense vigor, no 
blazing vitality, no eminent hold upon 
the affections of men. He is feared 
rather than loved. I am convinced that 
God is wielding Hitler as a scourge to 
bring a world back to its senses. From 
one end of the earth to the other, the 
stench, the corruption, the filthy, soul- 
cheapening,  life-degrading, God-deny- 
ing, Christ-dethroning sins of mankind 
have risen to the nostrils of God until 
God for the glory of His name, for the 
majesty of His Son, was compelled to 
take a hand in the disobedience, the god- 
lessness, the infidelity, the immorality of 
a world that has sold itself out to Satan. 

Hitler does not think so. He thinks 
it is because of his own wisdom, his own 
might, his superiority, his superb ability,

his magnificent leadership that he is 
winning these victories. Every time he 
stands up to speak (I know German and 
can understand him except when he 
screams, and then I do not think anyone 
can understand him), he always says, 
“Germany and I,” “My Germany,” “I 
and the world,” “The world, and Ger- 
many, and I.” The personal pronoun is 
strikingly prevalent in his tirades. He 
believes himself to be the topmost man 
in the world. He believes and declares 
that it is by his own wisdom, his own 
capacities, his own guiding star, that he 
has risen to be one of the chiefest, if 
not the foremost, of the great conquer- 
ors of history. You and I know that is 
not true. The Bible says it is not true. 
God is using him as a man uses a whip 
to chastise a fractious mule. God is 
using him as a father uses a rod to 
castigate a disobedient child. When 
God’s work is done, Hitler will find him- 
self where other conquerors have ended, 
on the ash heap. 


Hitler’s Three Mistakes 


Hitler has made three mistakes. The 
message is burning on my soul, and I 
want you to know what God teaches 
about it. So my second point is the 
Revelation of.the Bible. According to 
the Scriptures, Hitler has made three 
terrible mistakes that will undo him. 
They were not that he tried to invade 
England; that he invaded Poland; that 
he invaded Russia; that he made an alli- 
ance with Japan. He made deeper mis- 
takes than these. First, he raised him- 
self against God and against the Lord , 
Jesus Christ... Second, he opposed and 
oppressed the Church and the people of 
God. Third, he has persecuted my peo- 
ple, the Jews, with a heavier hand than 
that of any other tyrant the Jews have 
faced in all their bloody and bitter his- 
tory. 

Do you know that Hitler says the Lord 
Jesus is a Jewish figment of imagination, 
a Jewish idea? Do you realize that Hit- 
ler says the Bible is a Jewish book? That 





he says neither God, nor Christ, nor the 
Bible are fit for the German people? 
Po you realize that Hitler and his satel- 
lites have said that everything we hold 
holy,— God, Christ, the Bible,—are 
merely imaginations of the Jewish mind 
foisted on the people of the world in 
order to give Jewish mind and thought 
a strangle hold on the lives of all other 
races of men? They have taken the 
Bible and changed it to please their own 
vain imaginings; cut out everything in 
it that magnifies God, that exalts Christ, 
that reveals prophetic truth, that proves

In Germany 
they have shrines, actual shrines, to

ane the point of almost deifying 
Hitler. This is Hitler’s first terrible mis- 
take. He has lifted his arm against 
God’s Anointed. 


His Oppression of the Church 


Hitler’s second mistake is that he has 
oppressed and is oppressing the Church, 
the Body of Christ. When you touch 
the Church you touch the apple of His 
eye. It were better for you that your 
tongue rot in your mouth than to com- 
mit that awful sin of maligning the 
Church. Beware of being led into 
Satan’s trap of condemning or abusing 
the Church. The Church is the Body of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

In Germany the Nazis have closed and 
are closing the churches. They have 
taken the outstanding preachers and 
muzzled them. These men of God have 
been thrown into concentration camps 
for no other reason but that they 
loved and preached Christ. Everywhere 
preachers raise their voices for the 
Lord Jesus. against sin, the Nazi spies 
are on their trail. The concentration 
camps are their reward. Death is all 
too common for them. Hitler and his 
hosts have combined against the bride 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. True churches, 
teachers, preachers, are outlawed, until 
in Germany the preaching of the Gospel 
is no longer common. Evangelicals have 
had to hide from the Fuehrer’s fury, 
carrying on their not too frequent serv- 
ices in hidden places. The burning 
truths of Luther, of Oenken are pro- 
scribed by these myrmidons of hell, the 
brownshirted demons. 
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Need I press the third point upon 
you? You know the hatred, punishment, 
scourging, convicting, confiscating, the 
cursing that Hitler has directed against 
the Jews. The history of the Jews has 
always been bloody. But never in all 
of its blood-stained pages has there ever 
risen such a bane as this man, Hitler. 
Everywhere his panzer divisions have 
rolled their restless might, Jewish life 
has paid the penalty of his bestiality. 
The whistle of the fearful lash, the thud 
of the assassin’s bullet, the hoarse groan- 
ing of men, the bitter wailing of women, 
the heartrending cry of littie children 
have risen from most of ‘the European 
lands. Men have been slain, women 
raped, children brutally murdered. Ger- 
man overlords have compelled whole 
districts of Jewish women to serve the 
bestiality of depraved German soldiers. 
Thousands of poor Jewesses have been 
violated. Tens of thousands of Jews 
have died in horrible torments. God 
will not let this all go unnoticed and 
unpunished. There is a day of judgment 
coming. 


What Saith the Lord? 


The next word is what God, what the 
Bible says about all this. How does 
God’s Word reveal that Hitler has made 
these mistakes? What does the blessed 
Book say will be the final outcome for 
this demon-possessed pervert? This is 
what is going to win the war. 

“The kings of the earth set themselves, 
and the rulers take counsel together, 
against the Lord, and against his an- 
ointed. . . . He that sitteth in the 
heavens shall laugh: the Lord shall have 
them in derision. Thou shalt break 
them with a rod of iron; thou shalt dash 
them in pieces like a potter’s vessel” 
(Psa, 2:2, 4, 9). 

This is the promise of God, not to me, 
not te all of His people, but to His only 
begotten Son. He shall hold all His 
enemies in derision and break them like 
a potter’s vessel. He will triumph over 
His foes: I know God will have more 
to do with destroying Hitler than all the 
expeditionary forces; more to do with 
stopping Japan then all the battleships:

our dependence be on God, the Lord of 
Hosts. 

I told you how Hitler asserted him- 
self against the Church, Let us see 
what the Bible says aboyt it. “O thou 
afflicted, tossed with tempest, and not 
comforted, behold, I will lay thy stones 
with fair colours, and lay thy founda- 
tions with sapphires. . . . And all thy 
children shall be taught of the Lord; and 
great shall be the peace of thy chil-

dren. In righteousness shalt thou be 
established. - No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper; and 
every tongue that shall rise against thee 
in judgment thou shalt condemn. This 
is the heritage of the servants of the 
Lord, and their righteousness is of me, 
saith the Lord” (Isa. 54:11-17). That is 
God’s word to His blood-bought, blood- 
washed children. It is an eternal prom- 
ise, supported by God’s honor and maj- 
esty. It is irrevocable. Those who 
oppose it will feel the heavy-handed 
wrath of the Lord of Hosts. The people 
of God may backslide into sin. The 
Lord may punish them in every sort of 
way, but woe betide him who raises his 
hand against those whom God has 
chosen, against His unchangeable pos- 
session, whom God has given as an 
heritage to His Son.

“Now the 
Lord had said unto Abram, Get thee out 
of thy country, and from thy kindred, 
and from thy father’s house, unto a land 
that I will shew thee: and I will make 
of thee a great nation, and I will bless 
thee, and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing: and I will bless them 
that bless thee, and curse him that 
curseth thee: and in thee shall all fam- 
ilies of the earth be blessed” (Gen. 12: 
1-3). Four thousand years have amply 
demonstrated the meaning of this bless- 
ing and cursing. The nations that have 
castigated the Jews have felt the bitter 
ire of God. Most of them have gone 
out into oblivion. Hitler should have 
read this age-long fact understandingly. 
His eyes have been blinded, his mind 
has been darkened, his heart has been 
hardened, as were the eyes, mind, and 
heart of old Pharaoh in Egypt. England 
and America have been *sanctuaries for 
the Jews. God will bless them for it 
even as He has so definitely promised. 


Why the Jews Cannot Be Destroyed

Will you pay 
the price? You say, “I love my coun- 
try.” That is not enough! You say, 
“My heart thrills to Old Glory and The 
Star-Spangled Banner.” That is not 
enough! You say, “I am buying at great 
self-denial all the defense bonds and 
stamps I can possibly obtain.” Good! 
Buy more! But that is not enough! 

God and God alone can give us the 
victory. God and God alone can stop 
our foes. God and God alone can con- 
quer our enemies. God and God alone 
can bring our men back safe and sound. 
God is ready to do it! God is willing 
to do it! God is able to do it! God 
is waiting to do it! God will do it, 
when and if we meet His requirements! 
This war is a visitation of God upon us, 
to bring us to our faces in penitential 
confession of our rebellion against Him. 
When we humble ourselves before Him; 
when we pray; when we seek His face; 
when we turn from our wicked way, 
God will forgive our sins, heal our land, 
smash our foes. God is waiting for us! 
It is our move! 

The question is, are you willing to get 
right with God? In the sight of God, 


in the name of Christ, by the horrors 
of Pearl Harbor, by the reeling, fever- 
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tormented, exhausted heroes of Bataan 
and Corregidor, by the mnumberless 
camps full of uniformed American boys 
and men, by the newly-made widows 
and orhpans, by every clean courageous 
drop of American blood in your veins, 
will you get right with God? Will you 
now, here, this minute, in the presence 
of the Lord of Hosts, say, and mean it 
with every sincere emotion of your souls, 
“Whatsoever the cost, whatsoever the 
price, whatsoever the pain, whatsoever 
the sacrifice, Lord I am coming back to 
Thee. On my knees, on my face, in sin- 
cere, heartsick soul-torn repentance of 
my sins, in absolute, utter surrender of 
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my whole life to your will, in earnest, 
anxious, burning supplication for your 
grace, Lord, here am I. I'll go the limit 
in your will to win this war, to stop this 
bloodshed, to save America for Christ.” 

Say it! Mean it! Do it! Believe it! 
The promises of God are yea and amen 
in Christ! He will undertake! The 
armies of Heaven shall fight for us! The 
banner of the cross shall wave vic- 
toriously over us! Let us here, now, 
thousands of us, start the parade back! 
Back to the cross! Back to the Bible! 
Back to the church! Back to the family 
altar! Back to God!

From 
that bright and shining light, in 
which for so long a@ season we were 
permitted to rejoice, a thousand 
other lights have been lighted.— 
PRESIDENT JAMES HARRIS FAIRCHILD 
(1866-1889) at Oberlin, June, 1876. 


HE scene now opens upon that 

period of thirty-five years, 1837 to 
1872, which puts the cap sheaf on 
Finney’s life and labors. To help re- 
member, note that in 1837, at the age 
of forty-five, Finney moved to Oberlin, 
became pastor of the First Church and 
head of the Department of :Theology, 
Oberlin Institute; in 1872, at the age of 
eighty, he resigned the pastorate of the 
church. In the midst of the period, 1851- 
1866, he served as president of Oberlin 
College, and the thousands who flocked 
“to matriculate on the frontier where 
Finney was” underwrote the future of 
the Oberlin. Thirty-five years of vast 
labors in college, church, and world 
evangelism. 

~ 7 - - 

Let us go down to the city of Oberlin. 
It is Wednesday, May 27, 1942. Yesterday 
was commencement, and today hundreds 
of boys and girls are gaily departing 
with innumerable pieces of luggage — 
radios, Val-a-paks and what-nots. You 
exclaim: “A small village, but what a 
college! It has a regular little Stanford 
stride, and what more can a Californian 
say?” 

You quickly learn the school has one 
hundred and seventy-one teachers, a 
student body of nearly two thousand, a 
five million dollar physical equipment, a 
nineteen million dollar endowment, and 
a great library of nearly four hundred 
thousand bound volumes. Moreover, to 


quote a Gushing Young Thing on the 
Greyhound, “It has a perfectly gorgeous 
campus !” 


You feel inclined to borrow an ex- 
plorer’s phrase, “This river drains a con- 
tinent!” It certainly does. At the head- 
waters are the life, labors, and ideals 
of Charles Grandison Finney. To be 
sure, Time and Evolution, Twin Darlings 
of Scholarship, have greatly modified 
Mr. Finney’s positions. Long ago the 
“Oberlin Theology” (sugar coat mean- 
ing “Finney Theology”) was put on the 
back shelf with John Owen and Timothy 
Dwight; and the general trend reminds 
you strangely of the theme song of 
Brown University: 

“We don’t know where we're going, 

But, we’re on the way.” 

You quickly become certain of this, 
however, that the great convictions of 
Finney are as thoroughly forgotten as 
his grave lot in Westwood Cemetery. 
Just how and when it all began makes 
no grist for this mill. Somewhere along 
the line, Infiltration took place (bless 
me, that sounded scientific!) and mild, 
Emerson-like scholars appeared; gentle- 
men whose degrees were esteemed suf- 
ficient to justify their taking over the 
College, but whose great convictions 
could never build another like it. 

This, in the language of the New York 
Times, “dismisses our responsibility to 
the contemporary scene,” and permits us 
to go back to the period, 1837 and 1872. 
We are to regard our Hero, when he, 
after turning the world upside down by 
his own unique powers, undertook the 
greater labor of teaching thousands of 
others how it could be done again. 





This is the second of two chapters 
from Dr. Day’s new book, “Man of 
Like Passions,” a biography of 
Charles Grandison Finney. (Zon- 
dervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., $1.50.) 
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The roar of a warplane over London 
grows dim ... the years are falling 
back . . . bless me, here we are in the 
horse and buggy days of Oberlin. ... 
Yes, right in the classroom with Finney 

- what year makes no difference; 
any one of the thirty-five. 

The young men and women in’ the 
class are a surprise: (If you think this 
record is mixed up, you have not 
learned that Oberlin under Finney was 
the first co-ed gollege in America.) 
After hearing these students called 
“Finney’s Holy Band,” we formed un- 
favorable opinions. But look, they’re 
laughing! And they are perfectly nor- 
mal, lovable youngsters. Finney is talk- 
ing: 

“And, therefore, young folks, be sure 


» you go about your business, and don’t 


make the mistake of fighting back at 
your enemies. Don’t fight back. I re- 
member over in Stony Creek a frontiers- 
man used to say, ‘Charlie, I once kicked 
at nothing, and it hurt so much I was 
laid up a week.’ (Laughter, lots of it.) 

“I bless the Lord, I was. prevented 
from being diverted from my revivals by 
opposition.. (Incidentally, never allow 
anything to divert you from revivals — 
persimmon beer, pompadours, Virginia 
cheroots, or slavery.) God gave me as- 
surance He would overrule all opposition 
without my turning aside to answer op- 
posers. 

“Once, Dr. Beecher was in Philadel- 
phia managing against me [archaic for 
mudslinging, R.E.D.], while I was laboring 
in that city and had been for several 
months in the midst of a powerful re- 
vival, perfectly ignorant of his errand 
there. Just keep your hands full of 
God’s labor, and let opposition alone.” 

(The boys are much amused; but in 
the years that followed they became 
Nehemiahs who seldom left the walls for 
a Samaritan powwow.)

It’s another day: he is talking about 
the relationship between faith and edu- 
cation. 

“You are here in school because you 
believe and I believe, that a truly edu- 
cated mind loses none of its evangelical 
fire, but is rather better fitted to preach 
the Word. But watch that education 
doesn’t go to your head. If it becomes 
a malady, it always attacks the weakest 
part. (Laughter.) 

‘I am solemnly impressed that the 
schools are to a great extent spoiling 
the ministers. One Lydia — pardon, Mrs. 
Finnéy, ventured to say to a seminary 
man who was supplying for me on 
Broadway, ‘You are preaching over the 
heads of our people.’ He said: ‘I cannot 
descend to your people. I must culti- 
vate an elevated style.’ 

“Mrs, Finney says she is not aware 
that he is yet dead, but she has never 
seen his name connected with revivals. 
(Laughter.) The best manner of win- 
ning souls, I can say in perfect truth, 
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was. not taught me by many, but by the 
Spirit of Christ Himself.” (The students 
are deeply serious again, and so leave 
the room.)

Today, he is talking about doctrine, or 
as he states it, “the faith-once-for-all 
delivered.” 

“Remember, abové all we must preach 
the same Gospel the apostles preached. 
Revivals should increase in purity and 
power, as intelligence increases, and I 
have never found it necessary either in 
doctrine or method to undergo refor- 
mation. 

“Were I to live my life over again, 
with the experience of more than forty 
years in revival labors, I should use 
substantially the same measures I did 
then.” 


(Did I hear that! Wait till I see that 
fellow who said, “But if Finney were 
alive today .. .”)

It must be April in Oberlin today; he 
is talking about—love and marriage! 
And, it must have been before that 
darkest of hours in 1846 when he, sob- 
bing, watched the light go out of Lydia’s 
dear eyes. 


“Young men and women, it’s just 
nature, God’s kind, for a man to want 
a wife and a home. Don’t get any fancy 
ideas about accomplishing more alone. 
A man is just half a man without a 
woman, and that’s an understatement. 
(Laughter.) And be sure you get no 
queer standards as to what you must 
have to get married. Mrs. Finney and I 
got along for many a year on $400. She 
must have been content, for she has 
never yet spoken of going back home. 
(The students do not laugh; their hearts 
are tender. Day by day they have wit- 
nessed the sustained love life of the 
President and the First Lady.) 

“Be sure, too, she’s God’s woman for 
you; a woman of faith, of prayer. Next 
to Jesus Himself, the woman in the 
manse is a minister’s greatest blessing.” 
(They go out very quietly today.) 


. * * * 


Today he is speaking on the prepara- 
tion and delivery of sermons. Some 
young man has inquired, “Brother Fin- 
ney, how do you prepare your sermons?” 

“Well, my habit has always been to 
study the Gospel, and the best applica- 
tion of it—all the time. I do not con- 
fine myself to hours and days of writing 
my sermons, but my mind is always 
pondering the truths of the Gospel, and 
the best ways of using them. I depend 
on the occasion and the Holy Spirit to 
suggest a text. 

“I almost always get my subjects on 
my knees in prayer; and it has been a 
common experience with me, upon re- 
ceiving a subject from the Holy Spirit, 
to have it make so strong an impression 
on my mind as to make me tremble. 
When subjects are thus given me that 
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seem to go through me, body and soul, 
I find they always tell with great power 
on the people. If I do not preach from 
inspiration, I do not know how to preach: 
this is the only way,— preach the Gos- 
pel with the Holy Ghost sent down from 
Heaven.” 
. a * ” 

Today, the students file in quietly. 
The air is surcharged with expectancy. 
The class hardly gets.started before the 
president says, “Let us pray awhile.” As 
his prayer goes on, they feel the spacé 
between them and God narrow down 
closer than breathing. Suddenly he 
cries: 

“O mighty God, there are many in 
the school this year who are not yet 
saved. God help us! Something is 
wrong with us. Son of God, cleanse our 
sinful hearts! Let us not stand in the 
way of the lost!” 


The young people file out silently and 
quickly. An entire hour has passed like 
a moment! The campus becomes seri- 
ous; evidence everywhere of interces- 
sory prayer. Finally on a certain Sun- 
day, the fire of God comes down in the 
First Church, and another college revival 
is on. They have one year after year. 
The president says, “Better omit the 
course in English Literature than omit 
the revival.” 

A young man who sits beside me says, 
“You’re a stranger here, aren’t you?” 

“Yes,” I reply, “I’ve not even been 
born yet.” The young man does not 
hear, or he esteems my remarks too 
flippant for notice. “Well,” he concludes, 
“it is rarely indeed that an unsaved 
young person comes here without giving 
his heart, sooner or later, to Jesus.” 

With a revival on, the classes become 
surcharged with power. The president 
is now talking day by day about Re- 
vivals: their power, their naturé, their 
price, just as he did that year in the 
Chatham Street Theater. And he says to 
those boys and girls of that far away 
day, just what he said to me: 


“Write them down. Your sins. Your 
own sins. Just like a merchant going 
over his books. .. .” 


The Boston Bomber came down too 
near the roof of the Canadian Church, 
and the roar of it has jerked me back 
to 1942. I would not be surprised if 
that pilot has a sweetheart in this block. 
I feel like running out and shouting, 
“Go to it, boy! A man’s only half a 
man without a woman, and that’s an 
understatement !” 

A group of young ministers come back 
to the little Talbot Street Study to talk 
about Spurgeon, and Moody, and — Fin- 
ney. They ask, “Don’t you think if these 
men were alive today they would use 
different ...” 

The servant shouts with glee. “No. 
A thousand times, no! They would find 
no need to change their doctrines. They 
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would use substantially the same meagr+ 
ures. And what’s more, they’d have a 
revival !”

Small wonder Finney filled his world 
with. a thousand Elishas. People began: 
to say in the early forties, “You can 
always tell an Oberlin man. He’s just 
another edition of Finney.” , 

One Sunday morning in the late 
eighties, in San Jose of the Santa Clara 
Valley, Pentecost fell at the earnest 
words of the minister. A stranger said 
to him, “You’re a Finney man, aren't 
you?” 

Tears filléd the dominie’s eyes as he 
said, “Yes, thank God! I’m one of the 
thousand other lights.”

tian parents, or glaring unwisdom in the 
parental method of Christian training, 
Others, however, remain in contact with 
the church by their own choice. They 
may and often do at this time establish 
the personal relationship of a disciple and 
a believer. Faced with the claims of 
Christ they feel that they ought to ac- 
knowledge them, and they do. Thus they 
become Christians from a recognition of 


the rightfulness of so doing. They have 


passed from mere outward association 
with things Christian, because they “have 
to” do it, to something more inward. and 
personal. They feel they ought to yield 
to Christ, and they choose so to do. Real 
conversion can take place on this~plane, 
though the higher plane of serving Christ 
because one loves to do so may be largely 
unknown as yet. 

Are we serving Christ in the spirit of 
bondage, more because we feel we ought 
to do it, than because we love to do it? 
Then let us seek for something richer 
and deeper. Let us seek a more intimate 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour. Let 
us‘ consider Him and see if He be not 
indééd a Master whom it is a delight to 
serve, and to whose charms we have 
been amazingly blind. Let us pray to be 
brought to the place where we shall de- 


light to do His will. Seek and ye. 


shall find. Knock and it shall be opened 
unto you, and you shall enter that large 
place where Christians serve their Lord 
under the constraint of love. 

Like the slave who said, “I love my 
master, . . . I will not go out free,” 
you will enter by the crisis of a later 
consecration into that happy stage of 
Christian experience where you are 
Christ’s not just because you ought to 
be, but because you love to be. A few 
elect souls seem to reach that stage when 
first they trust Christ. And most dre 
in some measure moved to yield to Him 
at the outset because of love as well as 
duty. But the pull of the world grows

Old Testament... The beloved of his 
father’s heart, one with whom was the 
secret of the Lord, who knew he was 


to occupy a place of power and be rec- 


ognized by his brethren eventually, was 
hated by them for the very purity of his 
life and because of his father’s special 
favor. When he went to Dothan on an 
errand of mercy, seeking’ to bring to 


‘them a message from their father, he 


was spurned and rejected. Sold ‘to the 
Gentiles, tested and found faithful, im- 


prisoned on a trumped up charge, he- 
remained true to God in every place in 


which he was found, until in God’s ap- 
pointed time his dreams were fulfilled, 
and his brethren were brought to: ac- 
knowledge him at last as the savior of 
the world and the revealer of secrets, 
as his name, Zaphnath-paaneah, indi- 


in recognition of the fact that the secret 
of the Lord was with him. 

But we may think of Joseph not only 
as a typical character, picturing first the 
rejection and then the acceptance of 
Christ by His brethren; his life may well 
be considered as an example for our 
imitation and encouragement. No man 
will ever lose out in the end who is true 
to the Lord and who seeks to keep a 
conscience void of offense toward God 
and men (Acts 24:16). Whatever such 
an one may suffer at the hands of wicked 
men, he will enjoy the favor of Him 
whose loving-kindness is better than life 
(Psa. 63:3) and will be vindicated at 
last, either in time or eternity. 


The Historical Setting 


Joseph was the first son of the beloved 
Rachel, who died just as her second son,. 
Benjamin, was born. His father’s heart 
was bound up in him in a peculiarly 
touching way. ‘But this led to envy and 
jealousy on the part of his brethren, 
the sons of Leah and of the two bond- 
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Verse by Verse 

Gen. 37:23.—‘When. Joseph was come 
unto his brethren.” He had beer: sent 
by Jacob to inquire as to their welfare 
and found them in Dothan, where they 
were pasturing their flocks. When they’ ¥ 
saw him they plotted to put him out’ 
of the way, first by proposing to slay 
him, then to sell him into slavery. Wheh, 
in the innocency of his heart, he drew 
near to greet them affectionately; they 
caught him and tore from his body “his’ 
coat of many colours that was on him.” 
This was a striped coat or robe, which 
was iniended evidently to mark him out 
as his father’s successor, as head of 
the Israelitish group. 

Verse 24—‘“They took him, and cast. 
him into a pit.” This was to give them 
time to decide definitely what to do with 
him... One can imagine Joseph’s aston- 
ishment and chagrin when he found. 
himself thus maltreated by his brethren; 
whose integrity he had counted on. 
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Verse ’' 25.—“They sat down to eat 
bread.” In callous disregard of their 


brother’s grief, they proceeded to regale 
themselves, and as they were eating they 
saw “a company of Ishmeelites,” a cara- 
van of traders who were on their way 
to the land of Egypt. 


Verse 26.—“Judah said .. . What profit 
is it if we slay our brother, and conceal 
his blood?” Cold and calculating, it 
occurred to Judah. that there might be 
a better plan than killing Joseph and 
thus being guilty of fratricide. But 
there was no pity in his heart for the 
one who should have been the object 
of his loving care. 


Verse 27.—“Come, and let us sell him 
to the Ishmeelites.” Thus to dispose of 
their brother by selling him into slavery 
appealed to them all, though Reuben was 
absent at the time, and so we are told 
“his brethren were content.” They ac- 
quiesced in this unnatural crime, because 
of the envy which had driven all natural 
affection out of their hearts. 


Verse 28.—“There passed by Midianites 
merchantmen.” The caravan was evi- 
dently made up of two groups, the 
Midianites being in association with the 
Ishmaelites. Both were akin to the Is- 
raelites. The brothers drew Joseph “out 
of the pit,” and sold him to these traders, 
who were not averse to making money 
out of the sufferings of their fellow men. 
Joseph was sold for “twenty pieces of 
silver,” as our Lord was later sold for 
thirty pieces. The wicked transaction 
completed, Joseph was brought into 
Egypt. What must have been the an- 
guish of his heart as he found himself 
thus rejected by his brethren and sold 
as a slave, with no opportunity of com- 
municating with his anxious father at 
home! 


Verse 29.—“Reuben returned ... and, 
behold, Joseph was not in the pit.” Of 
all the brothers Reuben seems to have 
been the kindliest. He was distressed 
when he found Joseph gone. It was he 
who had counseled that he be cast in 
the pit (v. 22). 


Verse 30.—“He returned unto his 
brethren, and said, The child is not; and 
I, whither shall I go?” Doubtless Reu- 
ben had hoped to find some way of 
thwarting the anger of his brethren and 
outwitting their wicked plans, and re- 
turning the lad safely to Jacob their 
father. Now that his own plans had mis- 
carried, he was in great distress. 

Verse 31—“They ... killed a kid... 
and dipped the coat in the blood.” Years 
before, Jacob had killed a kid in order 
to deceive his father Isaac and obtain 
the blessing for which Esau had been 
selected. Now his sons killed a kid to 
deceive him. Thus retribution was to 
come upon Jacob for that sin of the 
long ago. 

Verse 32.-—“Know now whether it be 
thy son’s coat or no.” Having dipped 
Joseph’s robe in the blood of the kid

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to make it appear that he had been way- 
laid and slain, they brought it to their 
father, hypocritically pretending to have 
found it in the desert. They did not 
say “our brother’s coat,” but “thy son’s.” 
Their hearts were thoroughly calloused 
against the one so beloved of the father. 


Verse 33.—“Joseph is without doubt 
rent in pieces.” Utterly deceived by their 
cruel stratagem, Jacob recognized the 
coat at once and was convinced that his 
son had been torn in pieces and devoured 
by some wild beast. That his other sons 
could have been so guilty never seemed 
to enter his mind. 


Verse 34.—“Jacob .. . mourned for his 
son many days.” Brokenhearted, the 
aged father wept for the son who had 
thus been torn from him, and who had, 
as he supposed, died so cruel a death. 
Verse 35.—“All his sons and all his 
daughters rose up to comfort him.” 
What must have been the feelings of 
Joseph’s brothers as they pretended to 
enter into their father’s grief? But for 
him there was no relief from the bit- 
terness of his sorrow. He said, “I will 
go down into the grave [Sheol] unto my 


son mourning.” Sheol, in the Old Tes- 


tament is the equivalent of Hades in the 
New. It is the place of departed spirits, 
whether saved or lost. 

Verse 36.—“The Midianites sold him 
. . . unto Potiphar.” Meantime, Joseph 
had been taken to Egypt and was there 
sold to one of Pharaoh's officers as a 
house-slave. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Envy and jealousy are two of the 
vilest passions of the heart of man. From 
these may come almost any other sin. 
They have often resulted in.murder and 
other terrible crimes. Only as the Spirit 
of God controls the heart can we find 
complete deliverance from these evil pas- 
sions. Joseph, though the victim of his 
brethren’s hatred and malice, ever ex- 
hibited a calm, quiet trust in God, even 
though he passed through bitter anguish 
of soul (Gen. 42:21).

The story of Joseph should be read as 
a whole in order to get its full import. 
No other Old Testament character so 
nearly approaches the life and testimony 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. The bitter 
experiences to which he was exposed 
were all in view of his future exaltation. 
It was thus he, like the Captain of:our 
salvation, was made perfect through suf- 
fering (Heb. 2:10). 

It is no evidence that one is out of line 
with God when he is called to suffer. 
In a very real sense, it often seems that 
in this world God treats His best friends 
worst, and He treated His own Son worst 
of all! But He so arranges the trials 
that all work out for good — first to the 
individual himself and then to others 
who are influenced by hirfi. It was so in 
Joseph’s case. What his brethren meant 
for ill, God overruled for blessing, that 
Joseph might be the means of saving 
vast numbers from death by famine.

(Prov. 27:4.) Do we harbor in our souls 
that evil spirit which causes so much 
mischief and sorrow to others? 

“Jealousy is cruel as the grave” (Song 
of Sol.

The meekness of Joseph under such 
strong provocation is a beautiful exem- 
plification of a heart yielded to God, 
which recognized His overruling Hand in 
all things.

Rescue by Robber—They brought 
Joseph into Egypt (v. 28). The winter of 
1874 was a very severe one in Palestine. 
Snow lay in the streets and on the flat 
roofs to a depth of several feet, and by 
its weight many houses were crushed. 
On the eighth of February a terrible 
storm raged in Gaza, and during the 
night a robber entered a house and ran- 
sacked the lower apartments, laying his 
plunder ready to carry away. Then he 
entered the sleeping apartment occupied 
by the father and mother. A baby 
sleeping showed signs of waking, and 
fearing lest he should be betrayed, he 
carried it down near the door. The child 
began to cry, and awakened the mother, 
who proceeded to its cradle; not finding 
it there she called the father, who hear- 
ing the cries, said, “It is crying out of 
doors. How can that be?” Both of 
them ran outside, and no sooner had they 
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got out than the roof fell in. The robber 
wags found beneath the ruins with the 
stolen wealth in hjs possession.—From 
J. R. Miller’s Year Book, in The Sunday 
School Times.

The Beneficent Bombshell.—Joseph 
was not in the pit. (v. 29). During the 
Crimean War a bombshell was fired from 
the fortifications of Sebastopol, which 
buried itself in the earth and burst on 
the side of the hill where the British 
troops were encamped. Immediately 
from the ragged hole which it made in 
the ground came out a copious stream 
of clear, cold water. Thus, in a most 
extraordinary way, the British soldiers, 
who had great difficulty in getting water, 
had their needs supplied. So God often 
turns what is meant for our harm into. 
good.—From The Quiver. Sent by Mrs.

Bitter Uncertainty in China.—Joseph 
is without doubt rent in pieces (v. 33). 
Jacob said, “without doubt,” but as a 
matter of fact’the uncertainty about his 
son’s fate must have been no small addi- 
tion to his sorrow. Do you know that 
in the great Chinese army there is no 
system of notification of casualties to 
next-of-kin? There are thousands of 
women in China today who have had 
no word from their husbands and sons 
for more than four years, and have no 
idea whether they are alive or dead, 
wounded or prisoners, or still serving at 
the Front. How can it be otherwise 
when a great proportion of the adults 
in China can neither read nor write? 
May God in His mercy heal these sore 
hearts! —From E. Edmunds, Hailsham, 
Sussex, Eng. 


Blessed Disappointment. — And the 
Midianites sold him into Egypt (v. 36). 
When Lord Clive, as a young man, in 
the spirit of adventure set out from his 
British: home for India, the ship upon 
which he sailed was caught in a ter- 
rific storm, and continuous adverse gales 
drove it far off the course, until it 
finally limped into a South American 
harbor. There he had to remain for 
many months before being able to get 
passage to India. But during the long 
wait he acquired the Portuguese lan- 
guage which qualified him when he did 
reach India to take an important posi- 
tion with the East India Company, ulti- 
mately resulting in his being appointed 
by the crown as Governor General of 
India.

Dr. Hale’s Whimsey.—They took him, 
and cast him into a pit (Gen. 37:24). 
There is an old tradition that when 
Joseph was taken out of the pit and sold 
to the Midianite traders, being a bright 
and resourceful boy he managed to get 
loose from his bonds, and was slipping 
out of the tent when the barking of a 
dog aroused his guard, and he was re- 
captured. 

If you have access to a library, go 
and get Edward Everett Hale’s “A Christ- 
mas in a Palace.” 

Fifty years ago a Pullman was called 
a “Palace Car.” According to the story 
a train was caught in a blizzard in the 
West and was snowed up at Christmas 
time. The passengers in the Pullman 
entertained themselves by telling stories. 
All the stories in the book are delight- 
ful, but the Paul Decker story is the 
masterpiece. The title of his story is 
“Hands Off.” 

This episode in the life of Joseph was 
mentioned, and a discussion arose as to 
what would have happened to the world 
had the dog not barked and Joseph had 
gotten away. 

It seems there was a world provided 
where experiments might be tried, and 
so you are taken to this world and you 
are situated so that you can see the work- 
ings of history—I imagine something 
like the World’s Fair in New York, 
where you looked down and saw the 
model of the future city. 

Before the observers was the Midian- 
ite caravan and the camp for the night, 
Joseph got loose. The dog made his 
appearance, but a finger was reached 
out and the dog was killed, as you kill 
a bug. Joseph got away. The seven 
good years came, but there was no di- 
vinely-guided Joseph to store up the 
grain. Then came the seven years of 
famine, and before your eyes, in this 
experimental world, you see the whole 
human race wiped out because of the 
death of a little snapping, barking dog. 

In case you do not have access to Dr. 
Hale’s great story —he is the author of 
“The Man Without a Country” — you can 
entertain yourself by thinking out the 
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stery. God’s plans have never been im- 
proved upon. 


From Junk to Gems.—They sent the 
coat .. . to their father (v. 32): I won- 
der what Jacob did with that coat. Don’t 
you think it would have ‘been one of 
his most precious possessions, something 
that he would have carried- with him as 
he went down into Egypt? Don’t you 
think he would have shown it to Joseph, 
if not given it to him? -Don’t you think 
this coat might have been placed in the 
mummy case along with the body of 
Joseph, or that of Jacob? 


It is said the Mohammedans guard the 
tomb where Abraham and others of his 
family are preserved. The only person 
ever allowed even to enter the tomb was 
Emperor William of Germany. Now 
suppose the tomb were some day 
opened, as tombs are being opened in 
Egypt, and this coat of many colors 
should be discovered. What would be 
its value in gold and silver—and hu- 
man interest? 

When you go out to Dearborn and 
see Mr. Henry Ford’s museum you will 
be struck by cases full of the junk pile 
that was back of Edison’s laboratory. at 
Menlo Park—fragments of glassware 
and all sorts of broken tools and appli- 
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ances. Said the man next to me, “What 
in the world does Henry Ford want 
with all this junk?” I replied, “A hun- 
dred years from now Edison will become 
a tradition, and every piece of stuff you 
see here in these cases in the yard will 
be taken inside of the building and put 
under lock and key, : because every piece 
will be worth its weight in gold.” 

Suppose you had an old cracked palette 
or a broken brush well authenticated as 
having belonged to Raphael. Suppose 
you had one of Michelangelo’s broken 
chisels. It is wonderful how circum- 
stances and time and love can add in- 
calculable value to as small a thing as a 
baby’s little shoe or a piece of faded 
ribbon. Or it may be another coat of 
many colors that the youngster used to 
wear years ago. 


You Never Can Tell.—And the Midian- 
ites sold him into Egypt (v. 36). Behold 
the son of probably the richest private 
citizen in all the world enters on his 
“college course” farther down the human 
scale than any other boy in America — 
a slave boy, owned by one Lord Potiphar, 
with a very wicked woman for his con- 
sort. 


Joseph is beginning his real course in 
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life with not even the traditional “shoe- - 
string,” but with his faith in God. 


About twelve miles out of Harrisburg 
are the great chocolate plant and schools 
of Mr. Milton Hershey. Mr. Hershey, 
after some hard experiences: of losing 
jobs, started his chocolate candy career 
on Girard Avenue in Philadelphia in a 
little shop where he made caramels and 
sold them to the school children. Awhile 
ago he set aside sixty million dollars as 
a foundation for his orphan boy schools, 
Mr. Hershey held on to God. 

Let me tell you more about Mr. Milton 
Hershey. We were having a convention 
of the Federated Men’s Bible Classes at 
the town of Hershey. Mr. Hershey was 
in the great audience and was called to 
the platform. After welcoming us he 
said: 

“I want you men to know that I be- 
lieve all you believe, and stand for what 
you stand for.

The minister of one of them told me 
that Mr. Hershey had sent each of the

Why did they do all this to Joseph? 
Because they hated him.

But why did they hate him? Prob- 
ably the first reason was because their 
father made no secret of loving Joseph 
the best of all his children. He had 
given him a coat of many colors, and 
no doubt showed his partiality in many 
ways. They were jealous. 

Then Joseph was a dreamer. He had 
strange dreams, and always the father 
and brothers were to bow down to him. 
This made them very bitter toward him, 
for they did not know. his dreams were 
to come true. But his father remem- 
bered the dreams and wondered about 
them. 

Joseph was carried away into Egypt 
and sold as a slave to a high officer in 
Pharaoh’s army. God blessed Joseph 
and gave him such favor with his master 
that he soon was overseer of all his 
master’s possessions, but because of a 
wicked woman, he was thrown in prison 
where he was kept for two years. He 
was freed when he was enabled by God 
to tell Pharaoh what he had dreamed 
and what the dream meant. Then 
Pharaoh set him over all the land of 
Egypt, second only in power to the ruler 
himself. 

So the boy his brothers hated became 
one of the rulers of Egypt, rich and 
honored. But what of the father and 
brothers? The father had mourned 
Joseph as dead all the years. The 
brothers had never told him the truth. 
Then famine and hunger came -to 
Canaan, and Jacob and his sons had to 
send to Egypt for food. 

Did you ever have a feeling of dis- 
like for somebody ‘because he had some- 
thing you wanted? Or because the 
teacher liked him better than she did 
you? Did you even think Mother loved 
little brother or sister better than she 
did you? 

That was jealousy or envy. It leads 
to hatréd, and to awful things such as 
those which the brothers did to Joseph. 

Ask God to take it out of your heart 
and to put love in its place. Our Golden 
Text says, “Charity envieth not.” Char- 
ity means love. If you ask the Lord 
Jesus Christ to come into your heart 
and stay, there will be no room for envy 
and jealousy.

SE for introduction touching mes- 
J sages often heard between parents 
in England and refugee children in North 
America, or experiences of individual 
refugees known to your class or you. 
Having to. leave home, live in a strange 
land, and go through many hard experi- 
ences seems a bad thing for these boys 
and girls, A man had traveled far from 
home on foot probably; he had been 
abused, beaten, even stoned until he was 
thought dead; yet he wrote, “We know 
that all things work together for good 
to them that love God” (Rom. 8:28; 
Memory Verse). It seems rather hard to 
believe. Can this terrible war, which 
has driven boys and girls from their 
homes, be a help to them? Yes, it can. 
We can see some ways it might do them 
good, such as learning to be brave and 
cheerful. What else can you think of? 
Yet we may not be able to see how 
any particular unhappy experience may 
do a person good. But God can. And 
He approves Romans 8:28. (Hold some 
embroidery in such a way that you are 
looking at the wrong side, while the class 
can see the design on the right side.) 
I don’t see why (maker of the 
embroidery) put in these black threads. 
Here are pretty pinks and blues and 
yellows. Why spoil them by running this 
black in with them? Oh, you say I am 
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looking at the wrong side? If I. turn 
it over, I can see how the black threads 
help make a good picture? (Looking at 
the right side.) That’s so, it does make 
a difference how you look at it. God 
runs some dark threads through our 
lives. We can’t yet see what good they 
serve because we can’t see the whole 
design from the right side as He can. 

Genesis tells us of a refugee boy of 
long ago. His half brothers made him a 
prisoner and sold him to be carried far 
away for a slave. His mother was dedd; 
His father could send him no loving 
messages by radio. He had no relatives 
or friends in that far land to care for 
him. He had to work hard. He was 
put in jail because someone lied about 
him. But the Bible clearly shows how 
his hard experience worked for good} 
and for great glory. In later years hé 
himself said what meant, “All things 
work together for good to them that love 
God.” Do you know who that boy was' 
and why he was taken far away? (Al- 
low pupils to tell what they know of 
Joseph’s career. If they do not know 
the stories, assign reports for next Sun- 
day:. why Joseph’s brothers hated him 
(Gen. 37:2-11); how the brothers got 
revenge (37:12-35). Here again we find 
Jacob's family involved in treachery; 
Joseph’s work in two places (39:1-6, 20+ 
23); Joseph knows the meaning of two 
dreams (chap. 40); the king’s dreams 
(41: 1-44). 

Draw on the blackboard, as a cuiti- 
osity arouser, Joseph’s “life” line of “ups 
and downs”1; but do ‘not write the 
meanings until next Sunday. . 

Besides seeing how Joseph’s troubles 
worked out well for him, watch this 
week and try to think how the troubles 
that come to you and your friends aré 
working out well or will do good. If 
you cannot see the whole plan to know 
what the good will be, do not worry, 
just trust God’s promises that good is 
there. Like Joseph in trouble, trust 
God, work hard, and keep sweet. Thére 
is a story about the gravel walk and 
the mignonette: “How fragrant you are 
this morning,” said the gravel -walk, 
“Yes,” said the mignonette, “I have beer 
trodden upon and bruised, and it hag - 
brought forth all my sweetness.” “But,” 
said the walk, “I am trodden on every 
day, and I only grow harder.”

their cabin burn?” asked one neigh- 
bor about another whose mountain cabin 
had been destroyed by fire. 

A victorious Christian is not one who 
never has trials. She is one who over- 
comes every trial by the grace and 
power of a conquering Christ. 

Sometimes the Lord permits us to fall 
into a pit in order that He may show 
His marvelous power in lifting us out. 
He did this for me last fall when I was 
tossed out of our wrecked automobile 
into a bed of mud and puncture-vine 
burrs. My head was dragged in the mud 
while my feet clung to the running 
board, and I lay in that position until 
my husband regained his consciousness 
and came and picked me up. Truly the 
Lord has “set my feet upon a rock, . 
and ... put a new song in my mouth,” 
and I praise Him for it (Psa. 40:2, 3). 

Joseph, favorité son of a godly father, 
was “conspired against,” “cast . .. into 
a pit,” “sold,” and “put .. . into prison,” 
all for no fault of his own. Why did 
he have these trials? How was he able 
to be victorious? 

“THe Lorp Was with Him” 

During every difficulty the Lord was 
perfecting that which concerned Joseph, 
because “his divine power hath given 
unto us all things that pertain unto life

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and godliness” (2 Pet. 1:3; Gen. 39:2, 3, 
5, 21, 23). 

List Joseph’s victories: He was taken 
“out of the pit,” “made ... overseer,” 
had committed to him “all the prison- 
ers,” and at last was set “over all the 
land of Egypt.” Joseph lived in pits and 
dungeons, but never in spiritual dark- 
ness. Joseph had external blessings be- 
cause he had inner victory. His appear- 
ance proved his faith, God was “the 
health” of his countenance (Psa. 42:11). 
His strength and efficiency also proved 
his faith. “The joy of the Lord” was 
his strength (Neh. 8:10). 

He was not joyous about his surround- 
ings. He was joyous about the Lord. 
Moments of fear obsessed him. He fled 
from a woman who threatened his good 
name (Gen. 39:12, 13); he asked for de- 
liverance from a depressing environment 
(40:14, 15). He was not blind to his 
misfortunes, neither did he delight in 
them, but he kept looking through them 
toward God (Psa. 34:4). He even named 
his children to remind himself of God’s 
care (41:51, 52). 

“I am alone too much,” said a Chris- 
tian woman. “How can I turn my 
thoughts from the outward reality of 
my burdens to an inward consciousness 
of Christ?” Joseph easily could have 
‘become a brooder, and have blamed this 
attitude upon the influence of his ten 
jealous brothers, but instead of grow- 
ing introspective, Joseph dreamed pleas- 
ant, constructive thoughts, and because 
he had dedicated his “dreams” to God, 
“that which he did, the Lord made it 
to prosper.” 

Paul and Silas, in prison, “sang 
praises” at midnight (Acts 16:25). Mis- 
sionary prisoners and others today can- 
not always sing aloud else their lives 
are endangered. Their confidence in 
Christ must be meditated upon in si- 
lence. Defense workers (and most of 
us are doing something for defense), 
soldiers, and nurses have little time to 
sing at work. Confidence must be ex- 
pressed through work itself. 

It cost Joseph many years and many 
conflicts to learn the answers to his 
trials. When you do not know the an- 
swer to your problems, remember — God 
does know (Hag. 2:4).

enough of that. Let’s take a line not 
so much spoken of. Joseph is a kind 
of “untouchable” in our minds, as a rule, 
because his life viewed as a whole is 
so fine, so clean, so Christlike. Indeed, 
he is spoken of as a “type of Christ,” so 
far as any human could be that. 

But those “coat-of-many-colors” days 
of his early youth! The Bible is a faith- 
ful chronicler of its heroes, and does not 
spare their faults. Joseph was the ad- 
vertised favorite of his father, and be- 
cause of this his brothers hated him. 
As if it were not enough, his father 
made him a coat of many colors to wear, 
as a mark of distinction. Joseph felt 
his importance and his superiority over 
his brethren and did not fail to show 
it. He went to his. father with reports 
of his brothers’ evil-doings. They doubt- 
less knew about this. There is no rec- 
ord of Joseph’s ever telling his father 
anything good of his brothers. But the 
crowning act of tactlessness on Joseph’s 
part was reporting to his brothers the 
two dreams he had dreamed, both of 
which in the plainest of figures pro- 
claimed that one day the brothers would 
bow down to Joseph. Not only they, but 
his father and mother also. That drew 
a rebuke even from his father. 

Now, of course, we know the Lord’s 
hand was in these prophetic visions, for 
they were wonderfully fulfilled; but that 
does not excuse Joseph for his posing 
before his brethren — particularly when 
the relationship was so strained. Over 
against this we must remember that 
Joseph was just a lad. He was petted 
and praised and favored by his father. 
It was more than human nature could 
stand. It takes a lot of grace to be in 
the “preferred class” and not slip. 

Fellows,’ some of you are doubtless 
specially favored; if not by your parents, 
possibly by your teacher, or by some 
other person with authority and power. 
It may be that you are just naturally 
endowed; you have some outstanding 
talent or acquired skill that séems to 
put you above your fellows. In any 
bunch of boys, I can take them one 
at a time and put my finger on some- 
thing in each one of them that is bet- 
ter than the other fellows have. 

I have two boy friends who go fishing 
with me occasionally—one at a time. 
They are brothers, and there is a per- 
fectly natural rivalry between them as 
to which might outpoint the other in 
any shared activity. Last week one of 
the boys went out with me and caught 
nothing. Next day the other boy went 
with me and caught three basses. I 
thought, “Well, there’ll be some crowing 
when this fisherman gets home tonight.” 
But here is what happened, according 
to the report I received. “How many 
did you catch?” “Oh, I got three, but 
if it had been you instead of me I know 
you would have gotten five, because I 
got five strikes, and missed two of 
them.” 
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That’s what I am talking about, fel- 
lows. Modesty and humility always ac- 
company true merit—true greatness. 
Joseph learned his lesson early, and he 
became great—one of God’s greatest. 
Are you learning yours?

1. They hated Joseph because of envy and 
jealousy and the contrast of his ways to 
theirs. 

2. Reuben suggested casting him into the 
pit, and Judah, the ancestor of Christ, sug- 
gested taking him out of the pit. 

3. It was the garb of the heir to the tribal 
chief, and indicated, in Joseph's case, his 
father’s intention to make him his heir. 

4. No. The Midianites were descendants 
of Abraham through Midian, a son of 
Keturah. The Ishmaelites were descendants 
of Abraham through Ishmael, son of Hagar. 

5. Jacob, who had deceived his own 
father, was deceived in a similar way by 
his sons. 

6. He was preparing Joseph to be the 
savior of Egypt and of his own family. 

7. It is the duty of every Christian to be 
“to the praise of his glory” (Eph. 1:12), but 
this should not be done boastfully. A 
Christian is “the salt of the earth,” “the 
light of the world,” and “a child of the 
King,” not because he is worthy, himself, 
but because the Lord Jesus is gracious. 

8. When Christians start looking at peo- 
ple instead of Christ, they sometimes envy 
the positions and possessions of these peo- 
ple, and grow bitter or jealous, and lose not 
their salvation, of course, but their testi- 
mony. 

9. Although Christ came through Judah, 
and not through Joseph, God's plan to re- 
move Jacob’s family to Egypt and estab- 
dish them as a nation all centered about 
Joseph. This importance in the plan of 
redemption probably explains why so much 
space is given to the story.

Friendships

OMETIMES our most precious pos- 
sessions, our friendships, are lost 
in an instant forever. Sometimes, too, 
they wear out because we fail.to keep 
them in repair. Sometimes we are too 
poor, too proud, or too shy to lay up for 
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ourselves these treasures of life. Yet all 
around us are would-be friends among 
our lesser brethren. 

« I have made many such friendships 
among the birds and animals. 

There is a whippoorwill who came to 
my cabin in the Barrens every April. 
I knew him by his magnificent voice, 
louder than any or all of his compan- 
ions. When at last he came and sat 
lengthwise on my woodpile and sang 
to me at 8.40 in the evening and again 
at 4 in the morning, I felt that my 
spring was well begun. 

There was a velvet-black cat with a 
white spot under his chin who used to 
come out of the woods on winter nights 
and call to me when he saw the fire- 
light in my cabin, and the catbird who 
would fly from a thicket near the back 
‘door of the cabin and chirp for crumbs. 
Then there was the wild doe whom I 
met, once swimming upstream and who 
scrambled out and stood on the bank 
while I talked with her, and the red 
squirrel whom I would call out from 
under the eaves and who would sit on 
my table on the porch over the amber 
stream. All of these and many, many 
more I remember, but soon, all too soon, 
they came no more. That is the trouble 
with our friendships with our lesser 
brethren — such a little, little time, and 
they are gone. 

Sometimes these friendships with the 
birds are a help in time of trouble. 
A few years ago I lay in a hospital des- 
perately ill from a blood-stream infec- 
tion. There was one dreadful night, 
long as a lifetime, which I especially 
remember. As my fever mounted, de- 
spairing thoughts crowded into my mind. 
I began to see strange and terrible 
things. Once a long, hairy arm end- 
ing in a clawed hand was thrust through 
the half-open window. Then a brutish, 
insenate face with mad, malignant eyes 
‘stared in at me. Flashes of light passed 
before my eyes. I tried to speak but 
could not and the call bell, as usual, 
was out of my reach. 

Suddenly, falling from the night sky, 
high above the sleeping city, I heard 
‘the notes of migrating birds. I could 
distinguish the “chink-chink” of brave 
bobolinks flying south by the Bobolink 
Route, which crosses the Caribbean with- 
out a stop. I could make out, too, the 
half-whispered flight-calls of black-poll 
warblers down from Labrador and many 
other notes from flocks of little birds 
calling from the dark to hearten each 
other on their long and lonely flight 
through the vast expanse of the sky and 
over storm-swept seas. It was as if their 
voices cleared my brain, for I no longer 
saw the phantasms of delirium, and in 
a short time fell asleep. 

My chronicle of friendships would be 
incomplete, indeed, if I made no men- 
tion of the human ones which have come 
into my life through my love of the 
open air. 
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Some of these friends I have never 
seen, There was the dear old chap in 
the deep South who sent me his book 
on the Florida hammocks and wrote me 
delightful letters about palms and snails, 
and who named a new variety of tree- 
snails after me, I don’t know why, al- 
though my wife says that she does. 

There was the lifer in one of our 
great prisons who used to write me 
about the birds he saw from his cell 
wincow and the mouse which he had 
tamed as a pet. It was he, too, who 
sent me clippings of certain delightful 
nature articles from the pen of a grand- 
daughter of Julia Ward Howe, who be- 
came another of my valued friends. 

Then there is the Navajo chief from 
New Mexico, and his wife, a college 
graduate, who visit me when they come 
East, and tell me marvelous tales of 
desert birds and flowers. There is a 
noted editor in New York, a novelist 
in Charleston, a ranger in North Caro- 
lina, a sportsman in Georgia, a famous 
ornithologist in Cambridge, and a de- 
lightful couple in Carlisle, who once took 
me rattlesnake hunting, which I may say 
is very interesting hunting, indeed. 

Then there are half a hundred mem- 
bers of a bird club in Philadelphia. On 
all holidays, legal and illegal, we take 
bird trips and have meetings during the 
winter for learned papers and discus- 
sions about birds. 

We used to keep records of the arrival 
of all the migrants, and there was great 
rivalry as to who could identify the 
largest list of different species of birds 
in one day. One season I held the rec- 
ord at 86, which seems a very low figure 
in these days of century and century 
and a half runs, but at any rate, that 
was the record then and I was properly 
proud of it. 

Later on two members of the club 
broke it. One was very nearsighted and 
the other had lost most of his hearing. 
The deaf man saw the birds and the 
blind man heard them, and between the 
two they turned in a score of 92, much 
to my disgust. It is told of them that 
once while they were out, a motorcycle 
came put-putting along a parallel road. 
At the sound, the deaf man stopped. 
Then he gave the blind man a tre- 
mendous slap on the back. 

“Bill,” he said, “this bird study is 
doing a lot for me. I heard that wood- 
pecker as plain as I ever heard any- 
thing in my life.”

HEN, last week, we considered the 

first of this series of three topics 
for our young people’s prayer meeting, 
“Using Leisure Time Well,” we thought 
particularly of hobbies. This week, we 
are to consider the reading done in our 
leisure time. Let us keep in mind the 
principle that we found last week, which 
should govern all the Christian’s leisure 
time activities, that is, that all that we 
do is to be brought under the control 
of the Lord Jesus,—first by going to 
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Him for direction and enlightenment, 
definitely seeking His will; and second, 
by carrying out, in His strength and to 
the best of our knowledge and ability, 
what we know His will is. 


Does this mean, then, that Christians 
are to read nothing but the Bible, books 
about the Bible, and missionary biog- 
raphy? Not at all. A well-balanced 
reading program will include three 
groups of books,—those for the heart, 
those for the head, and those for fun. 
However, just as in the case of hobbies, 
we shall find. that there are some books, 
harmless enough in themselves, that we 
may have to forego simply because they 
will keep us from other reading that 
is more profitable or expedient. 

Our own judgment in this respect is 
not always reliable, for it is likely to 
be colored by our particular desire at 
the moment. Hence the necessity for 
definitely asking God to direct our read- 
ing and to give us that discernment and 
consecrated backbone that will enable 
us to strike the proper balance. One 
safe practice is to set aside a definite 

‘ period each day for the reading of God’s 
Word. God will often use His Word to 
answer our prayer for guidance and di- 
rection. We shall not find in the Bible 
a list of books that we may safely read. 
But if we are willing regularly to sub- 
mit ourselves to the Word, we shall find, 
from practical experience, that it is in- 
deed “profitable for doctrine, for reproof, 
for correction, for instruction in right- 
eousness: that the man of God may be 
perfect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works” (2 Tim. 3:16, 17), and it will 
mold our thought, and strengthen and 
clarify our decisions. 


And if we are really in earnest about 
putting first things first by setting aside 
a time every day for the reading of 
God’s Word, we shall soon find that we 
shall have a desire for books about God’s 
Word that will help us to understand 
more clearly what we read. One special 
edition of the Bible is worthy of men- 
tion. It is the Scofield Reference Bible 
(Oxford University Press, 114 Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York, prices ranging from 
$1.95 to $14.50). The footnotes and con- 
nected references as well as the indices 
and special comments will be of great 
assistance, 

A good commentary will be of invalu- 
able help, — one such as Jamieson, Faus-

They 
hate the children of light. The world 
loves her own. Expect to be disliked 
by those who do not love God. If they 
do not love God, they will not. love you. 
“Lightly esteemed” were Joseph and 
our Lord. As strangers in a strange 
land, we, too, shall be despised, but by 
God’s blessing we shall be’ victorious. 
Pray for boldness to stand up for Christ. 


Wed.—Genesis 87:29-36. A Father’s Grief. 
Prayer SvuacesTions: “Jacob 
mourned for his son many days.” 
Jacob’s grief over the loss of his be- 
loved son Joseph was great, but, in the 
goodness. of God, at length his consola- 
tions were multiplied. God knows how 
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to heal the brokenhearted and how to 
bind up their wounds. God will heal 
the sorrows of His people when Christ 
returns with their loved ones. Pray that 
parents mourning over the departure of 
their sons for war may seek the comfort 
of the Scriptures. 


Thurs.—Colossians 3:18 to 4:1. Avoiding Strife. 

Prayer SucGcestTions: “Wives... hus- 
bands ... children... fathers. . 
servants.” Avoidance of strife in the 
home and in places of labor is the plain 
duty of all Christians. We are called to 
be at peace among ourselves. Ministers 
who cannot keep order and harmony in 
their own homes are unfit to serve the 
Church of God.
